Viets Vo te Desp ite 
Viet Co ng Terro rism 
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SAIGON (AP) — The opening 
rou nd of Sou th Vietnam ’s v il­ 
lage cou ncil elections was de­ 
clared a su ccess today despite 
scattered Viet Cong terrorism 
aim ed at crippling the v oting. 


“ The Viet Cong failed com ­ 
pletely to sabotage the elections 
Su nday ,” 
Vietnamese 
officials 
said. 


Bu t they reported at least fou r 
candidates were m u rdered, 10 
were kidnaped, three policemen 
and 
fou r 
militiamen 
were 
wou nded by grenades and three 
Viet Cong were captu red. 


A total of 219 v illages in 33 of 
Sou th V ietnam ’s 
43 
prov inces 
went to the polls Su nday in the 
first local elections since 19 6 4. 
Incomplete retu rns showed 1,29 9 
of the 1,9 6 4 v illage cou ncil seats 
had been filled. There were 2,- 
718 candidates. 


Forty -two of the 105 woman 
candidates hav e been seated so 
far. The oldest candidate was 85 
and sev eral of the y ou ngest ju st 


barely m et the minimu m age of 
25. 
Officials said 49 5,044 of the 
6 14,8 06 eligible v oters cast bal­ 
lots. Additional elections will be 
held in secu re areas of Sou th 
Vietnam for the nex t fou r Su n­ 
day s. 
Fiv e Su nday s of v oting for 
ham let chiefs and depu ty chiefs 
are schedu led to start M ay 14. 
Cities are not inclu ded in the 
local elections, nor are v illages 
or hamlets seriou sly menaced 
by the Commu nists.

These in­ 
clu ded 34 acts of terrorism and 
89 occasions when the Commu ­ 
nists employ ed “ arm ed propa­ 
ganda” 1o intimidate v oters or 
candidates.

Three Mo nths o n Tro p iccd i sla nd 
Rescue Shipwrecked Co uple 


DARWIN, Au stralia 
(AP) 
— 
After three months shipwrecked 
on a tropical island and three 
day s 
at sea 
on a 
su bmerged 
water-logged raft, Henri Bou r- 
dens told his wife he was sorry 
bu t he was going to die. 
“ I asked him: 
‘Please wait 
fo r me, we m u st go together,’ 
a nd he said he wou ld try to liv e 
o ne mo re day ,” Mrs. Bou rdens, 
48, said today . 
By the end of that day — Sat­ 
urda y — the ketch Betty Jane 


had rescu ed the French cou ple 
whose y acht was wrecked by a 
cy clone on the shores of Bath­ 
u rst Island in late December. 
Mrs. Bou rdens said that on 
Satu rday 
her 
hu sband’s 
face 
looked like that of a dy ing man 
— “ white despite his su nbu rn” 
— bu t he “ was ju st dozing with 
his chin on the w ater when I 
saw that m irage — bu t it was 
not a mirage, it was a boat.” 
The raft’s 
deck was 
u nder 
three feet of w ater and “ two 


people 
looking 
more 
like 
strange 
wild 
animals 
were 
sticking ou t of the w ater,” a 
crewm an of the Betty Jane said. 
The Betty Jane was en rou te 
to Darwin, 7 5 miles sou th of 
where the raft was fou nd. 
Alerted by his wife, Bou rdens 
set off a smoke bomb to catch 
the Betty J a ne ’s attention, a nd 
it nearly scared the boat away . 
The crew first thou ght the raft 
was an artillery target bu t then 
decided to inv estigate. 


From his hospital bed in D ar­ 


win, Bou rdens called the three- 


month ordeal 
“ a foretaste of 


hell.” 


His wile said they bu ilt the 
raft when 
they 
were 
certain 
they were dy ing of starv ation. 


“ We liv ed o n sea sna ils fo r 
mo st o f the two mo nths a fter 
the fo o d fro m the y a cht ra n o ut 
— ex cept fo r o ne sma ll ka ng a ­ 
ro o sho t by Henri,” Mrs. Bo ur­ 
dens sa id.

New Fo reign Minister Willy Brandt, a man o f 
tantalidnglv tentativ e co nv ictio ns, ticked o ff fiv e 
reco llectio ns amo ng Euro pean liberals and his­ 
to rians when he paid West Germany 's first o fficial 
eaO o n the Co mmunist go v ernment in East Berlin. 
When y o u see and talk with him, Brandt’s 
bland perso nality reminds y o u o f a magician who 
eo mes o n the stage witho ut ta­ 
bles o r pro p*. J ust a handker­ 
chief hidden in his hand. Then 
fo r 30 minutes be keeps pulling 
■nex perted things o ut o f it. 
Brandt left Germany during 
the war, and, under an alias, 
fo ught in No rway against his fel­ 
lo w-co untry men. 
And 
no w 
he 
o eems to bo the spearhead o f a 
pro -Eastern gro up in Bo nn's new 
co alitio n go v ernment. 
Hiere has alway s been in German histo ry a 
risible tendency to seesaw between West and East. 
Lo o king do wn the ro ad, the wo rriso me questio n is: 
Are we in the Six th Switch? 
The fiv e reco llectio ns begin with Frederick the 
Great, who se ally was Great Britain. 
1762. The Prussian ruler serv ed up Princess 
So phia (later Catherine the Great) in marriage to 
Ruariaa Grand Duke Peter. Frederick's diplo matic 
Intrigue failed, and his o wn aggressio ns led to the 
Sev en Years’ War (17 5 6-63). 
Frederick was facing certain defeat by the 
Russians, French, Austrian, Swedish and Sax o n 
co alitio n. Peter succeeded to the Kremlin thro ne, 
ho wev er, In 17 62. Russia’s armies already o ccupied 
Berlin, but Frederick made a secret pact with him. 
Fe6 er co mmanded Russia’s fo rces to quit the co ali­ 
tio n and fight o n the side o f Prussia. Prussia switch- 
nd the so lidarity with Britain into a lo ng-term Pius- 
tfan-Russian alliance that ex cluded England and 
bo re German fruit In the first partitio n o f Po land. 
18 8 7 . Chancello r Otto v o n Bismarck alway s saw 
Germany ’s security requirement as being in the 
East He made allegiance with Russia his guiding 
principle. And he regarded his secret “ reinsurance 
treaty ” with Mo sco w, which made Germany secure 
In the East, his greatest co up. 
Bo Dding o n this base and o n the creatio n o f 
German military po wer, his pro gram o f “ Welt- 
po Rtlk” intimidated France and Italy , threatened the 
BritUfc-Ameriean Atlantic interests and set the 
« tapo hr Wo rld War 1. 


1922. At the Rapalln Co nference a war-weary 
co ntinent was mo re truly ready , and J ustifiably 
ho peful, fo r a so lid peace than ev er in o ur century -. 
After the Bo lshev ik rev o lutio n Allied tro o ps stay ed 
in Russia until September, 1920. Until Rapallo the 
Allies, their enemies and Bo lshev ik Russia had 
nev er co nv ened. But Rcichswehr Minister-General 
Hans v o n Seeckt had made a secret deal. 
The German delegatio n at Rapallo literally v an­ 
ished o ne ev ening fo r a mere three ho urs. At a 
nearby ho tel, and in a co mplete so mersault, Ger­ 
many signed a separate and co nference-demo lish­ 
ing treaty with Russia that ro cked the Western 
wo rld o n Easter Sunday , 1922. 
1926. Chancello r Gustav Streseniann co nfirmed 
fo r Germany a British stateman's classic remark 
that England has no permanent alliances, o nly 
permanent interests. 
Altho ugh famo us as a friend o f the West. Strese- 
mann suddenly signed a pact with the U.S.S.R. 
which, in effect, reinstated the Bismarckian co n­ 
v ictio n. 
1939. Hitler sho o k hands with Stalin. The Nur­ 
emberg trials rev eal that Hitler's Aug. 14 telegram 
to Stalin (No . 175) read: “ Ideo lo gical co ntradic­ 
tio ns hav e been the so le reaso n we sto o d o ppo sed 
. . . There ex ist no real co nflicts o f interest.” The 
ev idence is indisputable that thro ugho ut the two 
y ears until the v ery ho ur o n Sunday , Sept. 22, 1941, 
that Germany inv aded Russia, Stalin was insisting 
within the Kremlin that Hitler's intentio ns to ward 
Russia co uld be trusted. 
Hitler play ed it v ery co zy . In fact, a trainlo ad 
o f rubber Stalin bo ught in Malay a fo r Germany 
passed into (iermany thro ugh Russia o nly a few 
ho urs befo re Hitler struck. 
Willy Brandt? These fiv e reco llectio ns certainly 
do no t co nstitute a fo recast o f a Six th Switch. Situ­ 
atio ns tend to master men rather than men master 
situatio ns. The future will depend o n situatio ns that 
are utterly indiscernible no w. 
It is no t ev en true that like calls to like. Our 
two largest allies in Wo rld War II are to day o ur 
largest enemies: Russia and China. And we are 
depending o n o ur three erstwhile enemies to be o ur 
military friends: Germany , Italy and J apan. 
But seen in this perspectiv e, histo ry do es ap­ 
pear as a cemetery o f o ppo rtunistic ideas — as a 
sto reho use o f deceits who se appeal has nev er been 
stripped away .

I get many letters fro m mo th­ 
er! who se children are bedwet- 
ten . One cause o f this co ndi­ 
tio n Is to o intense an effo rt to 
trilo t train a child in the first 
three y ears o f his life. Bladder 
eo ntro l usually dev elo ps natural­ 
ly but no t until a child has 
learned to reco gnize when his 
bladder is full and has learned 
te start urinating by a co n- 
eeio us release o f the co ntro lling 
BtiJ tele o r sphincter. Full co n­ 
tro l is rarely achiev ed befo re 
ego 3, and to o much stress at 
an earlier age with failures, 
frustrating to bo th parent and 
ehild, defeats the purpo se o f the 
training. 
Ano ther cause—to o small an 
epo ning o f the urinary o utlet— 
has been treated by a mino r 
o peratio n. The results are said 
to be ex cellent in selected cases 
where this is the chief cause o f 
the tro uble but, if o ther caus­ 
ativ e facto rs are present, the 


o p eratio n alo ne will no t p ro d u ce 
a cu re. Emo tio nal tensio ns are 
o ften cited , esp ecially by p sy ­ 
chiatrists, as a cau se bu t mo re 
o ften the tensio ns are the resu lt 
o f the bed wetting rather than 
the cau se. 
In a recent stu d y o ne gro u p 
o f bed wetters was treated by 
restricting flu id s after 5 p .m. 
and a similar gro u p by fo rcing 
the d rinking o f flu id s and v o l­ 
u ntarily refraining fro m u rinat­ 
ing fo r p ro lo nged p erio d s d u ring 
the d ay . In a fo llo w-u p p erio d 
o f three to eight mo nths the 
greatest imp ro v ement was o b­ 
serv ed in the fo rced -d rinking 
gro u p . This was attribu ted to 
an increase in blad d er cap acity 
as p ro v ed by measu rements o f 
u rinary o u tp u t. 
When all else fails, an electric 
warning d ev ice can be p laced in 
the bed . It sets o ff an alarm 
when

o f u rine 
mo isten its electro d es. Fo r best 
resu lts, the p arents mu st make 
su re the child gets u p p ro mp tly 


and emp ties his blad d er when 
the alarm go es o ff. 
Q — Our 1-y ear-o ld daughter 
has a lo w blo o d co u nt and the 
d o cto r say s she has Med iter­ 
ranean anemia. Is there any 
cu re fo r it? 
A — In Mediterranean ane­ 
mia (Co o ley 's anemia o r thalas­ 
semia) the red blo o d cells are 
fewer and thinner than no rmal. 
The d isease is hered itary bu t 
the d etails o f its transmissio n 
fro m generatio n to generatio n 
hav e 
no t 
been 
wo rked 
o u t. 
There is a mild fo rm which 
req u ires no treatment and a se­ 
v ere fo rm fo r which the o nly 
treatment is rep eated transfu ­ 
sio ns. Remo v al o f the sp leen 
may allo w a lo nger interv al be­ 
tween transfu sio ns.

That p act 
was ratified by the Senate and

o f the p eo p le no w clamo ring fo r 
u nilateral withd rawal. The SEATO 
p o wers p led ged themselv es 
to 
p rev ent the fu rther sp read o f 
Co mmu nist d ictato rship in that 
area o f the wo rld — and it was 
in su p p o rt o f that p ro mise that 
Presid ents Eisenho wer, Kenned y , 
and Jo hnso n grad u ally increased 
their co mmitment to the So u th 
Vietnamese rep u blic. 
Bu t the legalistic argu ment is. 
in a sense, the least imp o rtant in 
making any tally o f o u r reaso ns 
fo r being in Vietnam. Far mo re

; civ ilians, and 85 p er cent o f all 
; ho sp italized cases were fo r the 
tu bercu lo sis and 
o ther d iseases 
which resu lted fro m the Co mmu n­ 
ist inv asio n and its sap p ing o f the 
civ ilian eco no my . 
To withd raw no w wo u ld mean 
to su rrend er the Vietnamese p eo ­ 
p le to the ho rro rs o f Co mmu nist 
co ntro l and to the o rganized ter­ 
ro r that has threatened to lay 
the co u ntry waste. Were the ad ­ 
ministratio n to d o so . then the
